1. Last week Vice President Rockefeller, through his 
Assistant for National Security Affairs, Captain Jon Howe, 
asked for information on Soviet influence and political 
activities around the world. The information was requested 
in two forms : 
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— a list of Communist countries in the Soviet 
orbit, as distinct from China's sphere of 
influence, plus those non-Communist countries 
we consider to be strongly influenced by the 
Soviet Union; 

— A list of countries in which the USSR is signi- 
ficantly involved in clandestine political 
activity, or is supporting an insurgency or 
war of national liberation.

who worked on a similar project for the Vice President 


last year, took on the task of answering the first part of the 
request. He suggested making the response in four categories 
instead of the suggested two, viz: 


— Nations aligned with the USSR; 

— Communist nations moderately influenced by the USSR; 

--Non-Communist nations strongly influenced by the 
USSR; 


— Non-Communist nations moderately influenced by the 
USSR. 


The countries included in each category were checked with 
OCI ' s Soviet Foreign Policy Branch and appropriate analysts in 
other divisions. OGCR prepared a map indicating in colors which 
countries were in each category. « fl /,
